MIAMI  (UPI) — The  Castro 
government  accused  the  United 
States  Thursday  of  a “new  pro- 
vocation,” charging^  that  an 
American  plane  “intercepted”  a 
Cuban  fishing  boat  in  Cuban  wa- 
ters. 

HAVANA  RADIO,  which  broad- 
cast the  charge,  also  said  1,600 
Cuban  workers  have  either  been 
fired,  or  soon  will  be,  at  the  big  | 
Guantanamo  Naval  Base,  where  j 
some  3,000  Cubans  have  been  em- 1 
ployed.  1 

The  vessel  allegedly  intercept-  ( 
ed  near  Cape  Sam  Antonio  on 
Cuba’s  west  coast  was  identified , 
as  the  Lambda  38,  a 75-foot  boat ! 
of  the  same  type  as  two  of  the  I 
four  fishing  craft  seized  by  thej 
U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Feb.  2 poach- ' 
ing  in  Florida  waters.  | 

A U.  S.  AMPHIBIOUS  plane  | 
“made  several  passes,  flying  low, 
and  then  disappeared,”  the  broad- ! 
cast  said.  It  did  not  specify  any  ^ 
date  or  time  for  the  alleged  in-  j 
cident  nor  was  any  additional  t 
identification  of  the  plane  given.] 
“But  the  (Cuban)  crew  was  not 
frightened  by  this  new  provoca- 
tion of  Yankee  irhperialists,”  the 
broadcast  added. 

THE  VESSEL  was  returning 
from  a fishing  trip  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  it  said. 

Regarding  Guantanamo,  th'e 
Cuban  radio  said  700  Cuban 


workers  were  laid  off  at  the  base 
Wednesday  and  900  were  sched- 
uled lo  be  let  go  Thursday. 

REPORTS  FROM  Washington 
have  said  that  “several  hundred” 
workers  have  been  discharged  at 
the  base  in  accordance  with  De- 
ferise  Department  instructions  to 
reduce  the  flow  of  dollars  to  the 
Castro  regime  and  also  to  make 
the  base  more  self-sufficient. 

Premier  Fidel  Castro  ordered 
the  Cuban  water  supplied  to 


Guantanamo  cut  off  last  Thurs- 
day in  “retaliation”  for  the  U.S. 
seizure  of  the  four  fishing  boats. 
Subsequently  he  said  water 
would  be  provided  for  one  hour 
each  day. 

CUBAN  RADIO  commentator 
Luis  Gomez  Wanguemert  claimed 
the  base  is  receiving  the  water. 
But  U.  S.  officials  in  Washington 
said  no  water  is  being  accepted, 
in  accordance  with  President 
Johnson’s  orders.

Law  Suit  Filed 
Against  BYU; 
$63,705  Asked 

A suit  for  $63,705  has  been  filed 
against  BYU  by  Andrea  Everett 
Stringham,  1205  E.  820  N.,  Provo. 

Mrs.  Stringham.  a senior  maj- 
oring in  HDFR, 'is  seeking  $3,705 
special  and  $60,000  general  dam- 
ages for  a severed  achilles  ten- 
dbn.  The  accident  occurred  Nov. 
17,  1962,  when  her  heel  caught  in 
a laundry  door  at  Wymount  Ter- 
race. 

THE  SUIT  WHICH  was  filed 
Feb.  11  in  the  Fourth  District 
Court  charges  that  Mrs.  String- 
ham had  been  delayed  from  grad- 
uation by  two  semesters. 

In  addition  to  medical,  hospital 
and  drug  costs;  confinement,  to 
wheel  chair  and  crutches;  and 
pain  and  suffering;  she  had  to 
borrow  money  to  support  her- 
self and  her  child,  a two  and  one- 
half-year-old  bov  named  Alan. 

MRS.  STRINGHA3I,  a divor- 
cee. further  charges  that  the  de- 
fendant (BYU)  was  aware  of  the 
faulty  condition  of  the  laundry 
door  and  failed  to  provide  proper 
maintenance.*

Professor  Proposes 
New  Walk,  Statue 


Editor’s  Noti: 

Tiie  lollovving  article  was  received 
by  the  Universe  from  Dr.  Royce  P. 
tianuro  of  thv  Collage  of  Education. 
For  further  comnieiii.  we  reier  the 
leader  to  the  editorial  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  page. 

A.  Pave  with  cement  the  side- 
walk leading  from  the  north  en- 
trance of  the"McKay  Bldg,  toward 
the  Library. 

B.  Place  a statue  of  President 
David  O.  McKay  in  the  triangular 
space  developed  by  the  intersec- 
tion of  this  new  sidewalk  and  ex- 
isting sidewalks. 

C.  RATIONALE:  Even  though 
it  seems  unwise  to  pave  a path 
made  by  students  jay-walking  at 
just  any  place  on  the  campus,  it 
does  seem  wise  to  pave  a walk 
where  traffic  is  so'  heavy  as  it  is 
between  the  McKay  Bldg,  and  the 
Library. 

2.  When  the  sidewalks  were 
laid  out  between  the  McKay 


Students  Vote 
For  New  Walk 

Editor’s  Note: 

The  following  survey  was  conducted 
by  one  of  Dr.  Stewart  Crow’s  political 
science  classes.  Ten  students  partici- 
pated in  drawing  the  sample  by  tele- 
P/.onc  and  interview. 

A question  regarding  the 
trampled  snow,  and  the  grass 
undrr  it.  leading  toward  the  li- 
brary from  the  McKay  Bldg,  was 
asked  to  396  students  at  BYU 
by  telephone  and  in  person. 

The  question:  “What  do  you 
think-should  be  done  about  the 
unofficial  walkway  that  has 
formed  from  the  McKay  Bldg,  to- 
ward the  Library?” 

No  alternatives  were  offered 
to  students.  Answers  categorized 
into  the  following  four  areas  pro- 
duced the  results  shown: 

A.  Nothing  5.8'"- 

B.  Sidewalk  should  be  built  55.0‘c 

C.  Some  form  of  prohibition 
1 fences,  signs,  written  or 
spoken  announcements;  27.0''- 

. D.  Other  12.1 


Bldg,  and  the  Science  Bldg,  there 
were  no  significant  buildings  in 
the  direction  of  the  Library.  Now 
the  traffic  in  that  direction  ser- 
ves the  Knight  Bldg,  the  Admin- 
istration Bldg.,  the  Fine  Arts 
Bldg.,  and  the  new  Y Center,  and 
the  Library  ito  say  nothing  of 
*the  mushrooming  campus  hous- 
ing). 

3.  The  sidewalk  intersection 
near  the  Living  Center  at  the  top 
of  the  Fieldhouse  stairs  is  con- 
gested between  every  class  and 
traffic  slows  down  to  an  ineffic- 
ient rate. 

4.  AS  ONE  VIEWS  the  sym- 
metry of  the  sidewalks  from  any 
angle,  it  appears  that  no  violence 
would  be  done  to  the  aes'thetic 
qualities  of  the  landscape  if  such 
a new  sidewalk  were  to  be  in- 
stalled. 

5.  It  would  be  rhost  fitting  that 
a statue  of  the  great  educator 
who  has  assisted  in  developing 
the  education  of  the  Church  and 
BYU  be  placed  on  the  campus 
near  the  building  which  is  hon- 
ored by  his  name,  David  O.  Mc- 
Kay. 

6.  The  triangular  court  develop- 
ed by  the  intersection  of  the  new 
sidewalk  and  the  existing  side- 
walk lends  itself  very  well  for 
the  location  of  a statue  of  David 
O.  McKay.  It  would  be  an  appro- 
priate distance  away  from  the 
McKay  Bldg,  and  appropriately 
offset  so  as  to  enhance  the  aes- 
thetic appearance  of  the  attract- 
ive north  entrance.  It  would  be 
very  strategically  located  on'  the 
campus  with  regard  to  traffic  be- 
tween classes,  asgemblies,  and 
athletic  events. 

ACTION:  I hereby  move  the 
adoption  of  these  recommenda- 
tions in  whatever  student  body  or 
administrative  group  it  might  be 
appropriate  so  to  move.

A New  Walk,  Please 


A comprehensive  treatment  for 
the  general  reaiSer,  The  Chang- 
ing World  of  Australia  seems  to 
be  an  ideal  book  for  the  student. 

THE  BOOK  FliESENTS  an  in- 
terpretation of  Australia  in  the 
1966’s  and ’the  story  of  the  coun- 
try’s settlement,  development 
and  progress  over  the  175  years 
since  the  first  colony  was  estab- 
lished. 

Written  by  .an  Australian  jour- 
nalist R.  M.  Younger,  who  has 
lived  in  the  United  States,  the 
book  deals  with  geographic  and 
historic  aspects  as  well  as  with 
the  country’s  economic  and  social 
development.  It  explains  Austral- 
ia’s relationships  with  the  world 
with  special  attention  to  the 
links  that  have  existed  with  the 
United  States  from  the  country’s 
beginning. 

IN  DOCUMENTARY  form.  The 
Changing  World  of  Australia 
traces  the  story  of  Australia 
from  mariners’  tales  of  a myster- 
ious land  of  strange  men  and  an- 
imals, through  the  days  of  fab- 
ulous gold  rushes,  to  a progres- 
sive and  industrial  nation  in  the 
Space  Age. 

Published  last  year  by  Frank- 
lin Watts  of  New  York,  the  book 
is  illustrated  with  photographs 
and  a series  of  explanatory 
sketches.  It  also  includes  a list- 
ing and  explanation  of  some 
commonly  used  terms  in  the 
Australian  lexicon  and  a chron- 
ology of  important  events. 


Pictures  and  an  editorial  appearing  in  the  Universe 
week  seem  to  have  incited  or  brought  to  a head  the  feeli 
of  both  faculty  and  students  concering  the  “two-lane  s 
walk”  being  cut  across  the  lawn  from  the  McKay  Bldg, 
the  Clark  liibrary.

The  picture  editorial  advocated  that  students  stay 
the  established  sidewalks  and  we  shall  stand  behind  ' 
statement.  But  there  is  merit  to*  the  idea  of  construct 
another  sidewalk.  It  might  alleviate  the  problem  of  a 
sightly  train  cut  between  the  building  and  assist  in  soK 
traffic  problems  already  occurring  in  the  area; 

As  Df.  Flandro  suggests  in  his  proposal,  (see  “Pre 
sal,”  left)  the  traffic  between  the  two  quads  is  certaii 
increase  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Y Center  and 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Bldg.  The  Y Center,  more  than  any  ot 
building,  should  beckon  students  between  classes  on  tl 
schedules. 

One  of  the  more  modern  practices  in  placing  sidewj  i 
around  new  buildings  is  to  construct  the  pavements  a 
the  buildings  are  put  in  use  and  people  have  indicated  kw 
their  paths  the  directions  they  wish  to  travel  most  Ijf 
quently.  We  think  that  perhaps  we  have  a good  exan* 
with  the  wide  swath  worn  across  the  lawn  in  front  of 
north  entrance  to  the  McKay  Bldg. 

We  urge  the  administration  to  seriously  consider 
side  walk  that  Dr.  Flandro  had  proposed.  Perhaps  the  Ser 
or  one  of  the  service  units  would  be  interested  in  seeing  \ 
a project  of  this  nature  be  carried  out. 

Regardless  of  the  future  of  the  proposed  walk,  we 
mind  BYU  students  th^t  pavement  cannot  be  placed  o£. 
the  current  maze  of  trains  being  cut  across  our  campus 
your  point  was  to  indicate  that’  a path  was  needed  betw 
the  campus  areas — it  has  been  proved.

Dear  Editor; 

An  article  on  the  question  of 
non-members  and  tuition  appear- 
ed in  the  Universe  Wednesday. 
The  author  attempted  to  express 
her  objection  to  the  policy  of 
charging  higher  tuition  to  non- 
members through  the  use  of  sar- 
casm. 

The  writer  does  accomplish' her 
purpose  in  expressing  her  antag- 
onism towards  the  policy.  But  her- 
letter  abounds  in  glittering  gen- 
eralities, false  analogies,  plays  on. 
words,  and  “weasel”  phrases.  In 
her  attempts  to  use  witty  sar- 
casm, she  excludes  the  use  of  ob- 
jective analysis;  which  has  re- 
sulted in  a short-sighted  view  of 
the  entire  situation. 

She  slates  that  non-members 
pay  tithing  to  their  churches 
which  support  other  universities 
where  our  members  receive  an 
education  without  distinction  in 
belief.  But  is  there  a real  anal- 
ogy here? 

How  many  non-members  do 
pay  tithing  to  their  churches? 
And  how  many  other  churches 
pay  over  three-fourths  of  the  op- 
erating costs  of  universities  they 
do  fhjpport?  Necessity  requires  a 
closer  examination  of  these  spe- 
cific facts'^n  order  to  objectively 
evaluate  the  morality  of  the  pol- 
icy. 

However,  in  evaluating  the 
morality  of  this  policy,  it  is  of 
paramount  concern  to  be  cog- 
nizant of  the  fact  that  this  de- 
cision by  the  board  of  trustees 
must  have  been  formally  approv- 
ed b.y  the  President  David  O. 
McKav.  whom  we.  as  members  of 
the  Church  sustain  as  a Prophet, 
Seer,  and  Revelator,  the  Lord’s 
representative.  I hardly  believe 
that  it  is  the  peroeative  of  any 
presumed  member  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  to  question  the  morality 
of  such  a policy. 

I also  believe  that  in  deterring 


antagonism  from  non-members 
toward  such  policies,  we  should 
all  be  setting  examples  of  tol- 
erance, humility,  and  sincerity 
rather  than  pretended  virtue  and 
benevolence.  This,  I believe, 
would  be  keeping  the  true  spirit 
of  love  and  brotherhood — the 
spirit  of  the  “Y.”

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Plant  Geneticists  Tailor-Make  Grass

Experiments  in  plant  genetics 
are  being  carried  out  by  the  Bot- 
any Dept,  at  BYU.  Thet  depart- 
ment is  trying  to  develop  new 
grass  strains  to  meet  the  various 
conditions  of  range  lands  in  the 
West,  according  to  Dr.  Howard 
Stutz,  associate  professor  of  Bot- 
any. t 


The  aim  of  the  studies  is  to 
tailor-make  grasses  for  any  cir- 
cumstance. These  studeies  often 
start  with  two  different  plants 
which  are  hybridized  or  interbred 
resulting  in  a sterile  hybrid. 


THIS  STERILE  offspring  is 
put  through  “shocks”  by  drugs 
or  temperature,  which  if  done  at 
the  proper  time  causes  the  chro- 
mosomes to  double.  Thus  a new 
plant  is  produced  which  may  be 
superior  to  either  parent  plant 
but  contains  the  chromosomes  of 
both  parents. 


The  second,  experiment  is  re- 
lated with  new  mutations.  The 
researchers  introduce  new  muta- 
tions into  plants  to  study  the  ef- 
fect of  other  genes  on  them. 


DR.  STUTZ.illustrated  with  an 
example  of  rye  that  had  six  or 
seven  kernels  together  in  a group 
compared  with  two  on  the  ordin- 
ary head  of  rye.  However,  the 
extra  seeds  develop  differently  in 
different  backgrounds. 


Through  such  mutation  studies 
Dr.  Stutz  hopes  to  find  how  genes 
are  able  to  cause  changes  in 
plants.

any  Dept,  is  trying  to  find  the 
ancestry  of  certain  grasses.  Two 
ancesor  plants  of  cotton  have 
been  found  by  this  process,  one 
in  Asia  and  one  in  America.  The 
two  plants  must  have  joined  to- 
gether a few  centuries  B.C. 

A logical  explanation  for  the 
development  of  cotton  at  this 
time  seems  to  be  that  Jared 
brought  the  Asian  plant  with 
him  when  he  came  to  this  conti- 
nent. These  hybridized  with  wild 
American  cotton  plants'  produc- 
ing sterile  hybrids. 

THE  NATURAL  conditions 
surrounding  this  sterile  hybrid 
produced  the  fertile  cultivated 
cotton  of  today. 

Two  years  ago  Dr.  Stutz  visited 
Asia  where  he'  obtained  grasses 
that  are  related  to  many  of  our 
own  grasses.  From  studying 
these  plants  he  and  his  colleagues 
hope  to  produce  paints  more  fav- 
orable to  our  local  environment. 

Dr.  Stutz  mentioned  a mutant 
Salt  Bush  which  grows  several 
times  as  fast  as  the  regular  Salt 
Bush.  The  research  staff  is  hop- 
ing to  discover  why  this  mutant 
Salt  Bush,  which  is  an  important, 
sheep  foodstuff,  has  such  a rapid 
grovrth  rate.

“Soft  leadership”  and  “inde- 
decisiveness” were  among  the 
factors  contributing  to  the  pre- 
sent presence  in  the  western 
hemisphere  of  a communist  espi- 
onage base. 

This  was  the  assertion  of  Dr. 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  former 
president  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity and  candidate  for  the 
Republican  nomination  for  the 
United  States  Sentate  at  a meet- 
ing of  the  BYU  Young  -Repub- 
lican Chub  Thursday. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  traced  the  his- 
tory of  the  Cuban  problem  back 
to  the  “soft  leadership”  of  Presi- 
dent Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in 
seeking  the  repeal  of  the  Platt 
ammendment  which  gave  the 
United  States  the  right  to  inter- 
vene to  insure  Cuban  independ 
ence  and  law  and  order. 

The  next  mistake  came  in  not 
recognizing  Fiedel  Castro  and  his 
followers  as  Communists,  al- 
though the  State  Department  had 
ample  evidence  to  go  on,  he  said. 

“A  headed  decision  which  sul- 
lie(J  the  honor  of  the  United 
States  and  caused  the  death  and 
Capture  of  hundreds  of  Cubans,” 
was  his  descpption  of  President 


Kennedy’s  decisions  at  the  time 
of  the  invasion  at  the  Bay  of 
Pigs. 

Although  it  appears  that  mis- 
siles have  been  taken  from  Cuba, 
the  island  remains  a center  of 
communist  espionage,  the  can 
didate  stated.

BYU  Gymnastic  Squad

This  Friday  BYU’s  gymnastic  squad  will  travel  to  the 
University  of  Utah  for  their  return  meet  with  the  up  and 
coming  Utes. 

In  their  last  meeting,  the  Cougar  squad  beat  the  Utes 
82 1/2-45  V2  in  the  first  time  the  two  teams  ever  met  in  a 
gymnastics  meet.  This  is  the  first  time  the  University  of 
Utah  has  ever  had  a gym  squad.

The  eight  events  are,  free  exer- 
cise, trampoline  side  horse,  hor- 
izontal bar,  parallel  bars,  long 
horse,  still  rings  and  tumbling,

all  of  these  events,  and  boasts  a 
WAC  champion  in  the  trampo- 
line. Richard  Snow.  Despite  the 
recruiting  problem,  the  team 
looks  even  better  for  next  year. 

All  these  events  require  form, 
style,  execution,  originality  and 
beauty  of  combination,  variety  of 
the  tricks  done,  and  the  strength 
required,  etc.

Five  professors  of  BYU’s  Language  Dept,  have  colla- 
borated to  produce  three  national  published  textbooks. 

Drs.  R.  Max  Rogers,  Terrence  L.  Hansen,  Ernest  J. 
Wilkins  and  Thomas  H.  Brown  have  written  textbooks  on 
German,  Spanish  and  French  scheduled  for  early  publication 
by  national  companies. 

‘TT  IS  VERY  unusual  for  more  than  one  professor  in  a 
department  to  come  out  with  a nationally  published  book  in 
one  year,  so  we  are  justly  proud  of  the  very  talented  people 
we  have  in  our  department,”  said  Dr.  Rogers,  department 
chaiiTnan. 

One  of  the  fastest  growing  depai'tments  on  campus,  it 
has  32  full-time  instructors  and  numerous  graduate  assist- 
ants teaching  over  3,000  students  in  French,  German,  Span- 
ish, Italian,  Japanese,  Russian,  Chinese,  Hebrevfr,  Norwegian, 
Portuguese,  Latin  and  Greek. 

TWO-THIRDS  of  the  full-time  instructors  hold  Ph.D. 
degrees  in  languages. 

Dr.  Hansen  and  Dr.  Wilkins  have  teamed  to  write, 
“Espanol  a lo  Vivo,”  an  audio-lingual  Spanish  text  on  the 
first  and  second  level  which  will  appear  mid-summer.  ■ 

“ESPANOL  A lo  Vivo”  is  a two-year  Spanish  program 
designed  to  give  emphasis  to  practical,  everyday  situations 
which  are  immediately  useful  to  students. 

These  two  authors  have  also  written  the  materials  for 
the  Language  Training  Mission  established  by  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  on  BYU  campus.  ' 

“GERMAN  THROUGH  Conversational  Patterns,”  an 
elementary  text  emphasizing  learning  German  through  con- 
versation and  structural  drills,  is  a joint  effort  of  Dr.  Rogers 
and  Dr.  Watkins.  The  use  of  pictures  in  the  text  further  en- 
hances student  interest  and  provide  conversational  material 
for  classroom  discussion  on  life  and  culture  in  Germany,' 
commented  Dr.  Rogers. 

Dr.  Brown  wrote  a textbook  on  French  to  give  the  stu- 
dent the  command  of  vocabulary  and  sentence  structure  nec- 
essary for  his  communication  in  daily  situations.  The  book, 
“En  Francais  S’il  Vous  Plait!”  has  several  kinds  of  exercises 
to  provide  basic  language  skill. 

Tapes  and  recordings  of  native  French  speakers  are 
provided  plus  a programmed  workbook  and  a teacher’s  man-
